Testimony 

Ex-EPA official says Cheneys 
office altered climate report 

WASHINGTON I Seeking to play down the 
effects of global warming, Vice President 
Dick Cheney’s office pushed to delete from 
congressional testimony references about 
the consequences of climate change on 
public health, a former senior EPA official 
claimed Tuesday. 

The official, Jason K. Burnett, said the 
White House was con- 
cerned that the proposed 
testimony last October by 
the head of the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention might make it 
tougher to avoid regulating 
greenhouse gases emitted 
into the atmosphere. 

Burnett’s assertion, which he made in a 
July 6 letter to Sen. Barbara Boxer, D- Calif, 
chairwoman of the Senate Environment and 
Public Works Committee, conflicts with the 
White House explanation at the time that 
the deletions reflected concerns by the White 
House Office of Science and Technology over 
the accuracy of the science. 

At a news conference. Boxer said the heavy 
editing of the testimony given by CDC Director 
Julie Gerberding last fall was the first part 
of “a master plan” aimed at “covering up the 
real dangers of global warming and hiding the 
facts from the public.” White House Deputy 
Press Secretary Tony Fratto said the White 
House stands by its explanation for the dele- 
tions, and noted that science adviser John 
Marburger had raised concerns, (ap)

Obama: No Center Shift 

Sen. BarackObamaon Tuesday broadly 
dismissed recent stories that he is mov- 
ing toward the political center, saying he 
has always held certain centrist views 

— on encouraging faith, on the right 
of individuals to own guns — and that 
attempts to portray him otherwise are 
the work of cynics. 

One supporter asked Obama at a 
town hall meeting to describe his true 
position on Iraq, following a spate of 
stories saying Obama is changing his 
position. Obama, egged on by araucous 
audience, said he would liketoaddress 
“this whole notion that I am shifting to 
the center, orthat I am flip-flopping.” 

“The people whosaythis apparent- 
ly haven’t been listening to me,” Obama 
said. He listed ways he says he is pro- 
gressive — on providing universal health 
care coverage, increased teacher pay 

— but then said that on other matters 
he believes in “personal responsibili- 
ty” and faith. ANNE e. kornblut

Fed Will Curtail Dubious Mortgages 


Central bank likely 
to restrict loans made 
to subprime borrowers 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Federal Reserve 
will issue new rules next week 
aimed at protecting future home 
buyers from dubious lending prac- 
tices, its most sweeping response to 
a housing crisis that has propelled 
foreclosures to record highs. 

Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke 
spoke of the much- awaited rules 


in a broader speech Tuesday about 
the challenges confronting policy- 
makers in trying to stabilize a shaky 
U.S. financial system. 

To prevent a repeat of the cur- 
rent mortgage mess, Bernanke said 
the Fed will adopt rules cracking 
down on a range of shady lending 
practices that have burned many of 
the nation’s riskiest “subprime” bor- 
rowers — those with spotty credit 
or low incomes — who were hardest 
hit by the credit debacles. 

The plan, which will be voted 


on at a Fed board 
meeting Monday, 
would apply to 
new loans made 
by lenders of all 
types. 

Under the 
proposal unveiled 
last December, 
the rules would restrict lenders 
from penalizing risky borrowers 
who pay loans off early, require 
lenders to make sure these bor- 
rowers set aside money to pay for 


taxes and insurance, and bar lenders 
from making loans without proof of 
a borrower’s income. It also would 
prohibit lenders from engaging in a 
pattern or practice of lending with- 
out considering a borrower’s ability 
to repay a home loan from sources 
other than the home’s value. 

“These new rules ... will address 
some of the problems that have 
surfaced in recent years in mort- 
gage lending, especially high- cost 
mortgage lending,” Bernanke said.

FDA: ‘Black Box’ 
Warning Needed 
On Antibiotics 

WASHINGTON | Drug safety officials 
Tuesday imposed the government’s 
most urgent safety warning on Cipro 
and similar antibiotics, citing evi- 
dence that they may lead to tendon 
ruptures, a serious injury that can 
leave patients incapacitated and 
needing extensive surgery. 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion ordered makers of flouroqui- 
nolone drugs to add a prominent 
“black box” warning to their prod- 
ucts and develop new literature for 
patients emphasizing the risks. 

Tendon ruptures are normally 
thought of as sports injuries. The 
link to treatment with the antibiot- 
ics is highly unusual, and scientists 
still don’t fully understand why it 
happens, (ap)

Calif.’s Mount Shasta 
glaciers are growing 
due to global warming 

MOUNT SHASTA, CALIF. I Glob- 
al warming is shrinking glaciers 
all over the world, but the seven 
tongues of ice creeping down Mount 
Shasta s flanks are a rare exception: 
They are the only long- established 
glaciers in the lower 48 states that 
are growing. 

Reaching more than 14,000 feet 
above sea level. Mount Shasta is one 
of the state’s tallest peaks, dominat- 
ing the landscape in far Northern 
California. Nearby American Indian 
tribes referred to its glaciers as the 
footsteps made by the creator when 
he descended to Earth. 

With glaciers retreating in the 
Sierra Nevada, the Rocky Moun-

tains and elsewhere in the Cascades, 
those on Mount Shasta — a volca- 
nic peak at the southern end of the 
Cascade range — are actually ben- 
efiting from changing weather pat- 
terns over the Pacific Ocean. 


“When people look at glaciers 
around the world, the majority of 
them are shrinking,” said Slawek 
Tulaczyk, an assistant professor 
of earth sciences at the University 
of California, Santa Cruz, who led 
a team studying Shasta’s glaciers. 
“These glaciers seem to be benefit- 
ing from the warming ocean.” 

Climate change has cut the num- 
ber of glaciers at Montana’s Glacier 
National Park from 150 to 26 since 
1850, and some scientists project 
there will be none left within a 
generation. 

But for Shasta, scientists say 
a warming Pacific Ocean means 
more moist air. On the mountain, 
precipitation falls as snow, add- 
ing to the glaciers enough to over- 
come a 1.8 degree Fahrenheit rise 
in temperature in the last century.

PRAGUE, CZECH REPUBLIC 

U.Sm Czech Leaders Sign 
Missile Defense Treaty 

The U.S. and leaders of the Czech 
Republic signed a treaty Tuesday 
to place a radar system in this 
former Soviet satellite that would 
warn of long-range missiles com- 
ing to Europe from the Middle East. 
The proposed U.S. missile defense 
system calls for a tracking radar in 
the Czech Republic and 10 intercep- 
tor missiles in Poland. Moscow has 
threatened to aim its own missiles 
at any eventual base in Poland or 
the Czech Republic. Shortly after 
the treaty was signed, Russia’s For- 
eign Ministry said Moscow would be 
forced to initiate a military response 
if the deal goes ahead, (ap)

Billionaire Investor, Mutual 
Fund Pioneer Templeton Dies 

John Templeton, a billionaire inves- 
tor and mutual fund pioneer who 
dedicated much of his fortune to 
promoting religion and reconcil- 
ing it with science, died Tuesday 
from pneumonia at Doctors Hos- 
pital in Nassau, Bahamas. He was 
95. Templeton created the $1.4 mil- 
lion Templeton Prize — billed as the 
world’s richest annual prize — to 
honor advancement in knowledge 
of spiritual matters, (ap)

G-8 Vows to Cut Emissions 


Environmentalists call 
plan to halve emissions 
by 2050 too slow, weak 

TOYAKO, JAPAN I World leaders 
embraced for the first time on Tues- 
day an ambitious but nonbinding 
goal of slashing greenhouse-gas 
emissions in half by mid- century 
to stave off global warming. Unim- 
pressed environmentalists called the 
effort too slow and uncertain. 

Leaders of some of the world’s 
richest nations praised the agree- 


ment, which endorsed President 
Bush’s insistence that fast- devel- 
oping countries like China and 
India join in the effort. 

But one environmental crit- 
ic suggested that by 2050 those 
leaders would be forgotten and 
“the world will be cooked.” 

Details were scant in the state- 
ment issued by the Group of Eight. 
Some could become clearer on 
Wednesday when China, India 
and six other fast-developing 
nations sit down with the Group 
of Eight industrial nations — the 


United States, Japan, Germany, 
Britain, Germany, Russia, Italy 
and Canada — to discuss climate 
change strategies. 

The G-8 did not specify a base 
year for its proposed 50 percent cut, 
and the actual emissions reductions 
and the effect on the environment 
could vary hugely depending on 
what is eventually decided. 

Still, U.N. Secretary- General 
Ban Ki-moon said it was essential 
to set a long-term goal for global 
greenhouse emissions by 2050.

BAGHDAD | Iraqi officials stepped 
up pressure on the United States on 
Tuesday to agree to a specific time- 
line to withdraw American forces, 
a sign of the government’s growing 
confidence as violence falls. 

The tough words come as the 
Bush administration is running out 
of time to reach a needed troop deal 
before the U.S. election in Novem- 
ber and the president’s last months 
in office. A deal is required to keep 
American troops in Iraq after a U.N. 
mandate expires on Dec. 31. 

The Iraqi timeline proposal 
made public Tuesday appears to set 
an outer limit, requiring U.S. forces 
to fully withdraw five years after 
the Iraqis take the lead on security 
nationwide — though that precon- 
dition could itself take years, (ap)

The rules allow sales of agricul- 
tural commodities, medicine and 
a few other categories of goods. 
The exemptions are designed to 
help Iranian families even as the 
United States pressures the coun- 
try’s leaders. 

“Our sanctions are targeted 
against the regime, not the peo- 
ple,” said Adam Szubin, direc- 
tor of the Treasury Department’s 
Office of Foreign Assets Control, 
which enforces the sanctions. The 
government tracks exports to Iran 
using details from shipping records, 
but in some cases it’s unclear 
whether anyone pays attention.

WASHINGTON I Signs are emerging 
that the U.S. housing market’s long 
slump is likely to fester through the 
summer, and the real estate mar- 
ket may not recover for at least 
another year. 

The latest report, the Nation- 
al Association of Realtors’ pend- 
ing home sales index, slipped by 
4.7 percent in May to the third-lowest 
reading on record. 
The decline “sug- 
gests we are not 
out of the woods, by 
any means,” said the 
trade group’s chief 
economist, Law- 
rence Yun. 

With more neg- 
ative data about 
the housing market 
continuing to emerge as the econo- 
my weakens, economists are reluc- 
tant to say the worst is over. 

“Even if housing market activity 
does manage to bottom- out later 
this year, it is likely that any recov- 
ery would be exceedingly slow,” said 
Jeffrey Lacker, president of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Richmond. 

While home sales are likely to fall 
to their lowest point late this year or 
early next year, any recovery is likely 
to be weak through 2010, said Mark 
Vitner of Wachovia, alan zibel (ap)

Caseworker Fired 
After Baby Dies 


Concerns about case 
backlog at D.C. child 
welfare agency raised 

WASHINGTON |A District of Colum- 
bia social worker was fired Tuesday 
following the death of a baby who 
was reported to be neglected, city 
officials said. 

The death is raising concerns 
that the child welfare agency has 
not addressed a backlog of cases 
triggered by the January discov- 
ery of four dead girls in a South- 
east Washington rowhouse. 

The city’s Child and Family Ser- 
vices Agency received a call about 
the 6 -month- old boy in March, 
but the social worker assigned to 
the case never visited the child, 
interim Attorney General Peter 
Nickles said. 

The boy died June 25, but the 
cause of death has not been deter- 
mined, Nickles said. Three other 
children in the home have been 
removed. 

Nickles said he and Mayor Adri- 
an M. Fenty reviewed the case and 
decided the worker should be fired. 
The social worker’s supervisor will 
be placed on leave. “It’s very clear 


to us that this is unacceptable and 
someone should be held account- 
able,” he said. 

D.C. Council member Tommy 
Wells, a former social worker, said 
he will hold a hearing Monday on 
the baby’s death 
and the back- 
log of cases fol- 
lowing the dis- 
covery of Banita 
Jacks’ four dead 
daughters. Jacks 
is charged in the 
girls’ deaths. 

Last year, the average social 
worker’s caseload was 12, the child 
welfare agency said. That number 
increased to an average caseload 
of 20 after the Jacks case; by May, 
many social workers had at least 
30 cases. 

Wells said he learned of the 
baby’s death more than a week after 
it happened, through another social 
worker. Wells said he was told that 
the social worker had a workload 
of 50 cases but had not contacted 
children in 17 of those cases. 

“It’s either a serious management 
issue or the mayor is not giving the 
agency the resources it needs,” Wells 
said. (AP)

Halfway Around the Tennis World 


Three days after losing 
at Wimbledon, Serena 
makes D.C. appearance 

T E N N I S I Three days after losing to 
her sister in tennis’ showcase event, 
Serena Williams awoke Tuesday 
morning at her part-time home in 
Paris. She flew to London, where 
she had a layover of a few hours, 
then hopped a trans -Atlantic flight 
in which she “slept pretty much the 
whole way.” 

Upon arrival in the nation’s capi- 
tal, she made a brief appearance at 
a youth tennis clinic and then held 
a news conference to promote the 
final duty of her very long day: her 
debut with the Washington Kastles 
of World Team Tennis. 

“It’s kind of weird, but I’m still 


going,” said Williams, whose body 
clock was closing in on midnight at 
the news conference — with still a 
couple of hours to go before she was 
scheduled to take the court. 

This was not the usual routine 
for a professional athlete preparing 
for competition, but the WTT will 
take what it can get. The Kastles are 
the newest franchise in the 11-team 
league, which began its 33rd season 
this month, and the team’s home 
matches are played in a temporary, 
2,200 -seat stadium that has been 
erected in the middle of a down- 
town parking lot. 

“I’m really elated to be here,” 
Williams said. “I always thought 
there should be a [women’s] tennis 
tournament here. It’s such a big city, 
and I have a lot of fans here.” 

The match against the Boston 


Lobsters had been long sold out 
— it is scheduled to be Williams’ 
only home appearance with the Kas- 
tles this season — and the intimate 
atmosphere and multicolored hard- 
court were literally and figuratively 
half a world away from the grass of 
Centre Court at Wimbledon, where 
she lost to sister Venus in the grand 
slam final on Saturday. 

“I was really disappointed. ... 
I’ve been down already,” Williams 
said. “I’m so excited to play. I’ve 
never been so ready to play so fast, 
after such a big tournament. But 
I’m definitely ready and I’m look- 
ing forward to having a lot of fun 
out there.”

N B A I Michael Beasley griped about 
some calls, tumbled after missing 
layups, then shook his head in disap- 
pointment after a rebound bounced 
off his outstretched hands. 

His first summer league game 
drew raves. 

In his second, well, Beasley 
looked like a rookie again. 

One day after scoring 28 points 
in his much-hyped debut, Beasley 
returned to earth Tuesday, finish- 
ing with only nine points in Miami’s 
90-81 summer league win over New 
Jersey. The second overall pick in last 
month’s draft was a mere mortal, 
missing all but one of his 13 shots 
from the field and collecting near- 
ly as many fouls (seven, there’s no 
automatic disqualification in sum- 
mer league) as he did points. 

Beasley often talks about how the 
game has always come easily to him; 
hence the “B-Easy” nickname, which 
is tattooed on his right shoulder. 

But not everything in the NBA 
will be a cakewalk, and if Beasley 
didn’t know that before, he learned 
that lesson Tuesday.

Schumacher wears 
yellow after his win;

CYCLING I Stefan Schumacher of 
Germany took the yellow jersey at 
the Tour de France and now says 
everything else is a bonus. 

He knows his early lead won’t 
last. 

“Everybody dreams of this jer- 
sey” Schumacher said Tuesday. “It’s 
incredible. The moment on the podi- 
um, you see it a thousand times on 
television, and to be there for your- 
self — you can’t imagine.” 

Schumacher captured the first 
time trial in the three -week race, 
but the big winner in the fourth 
stage may have been Australia’s 
Cadel Evans. He gained more than 
a minute on his biggest challengers, 
a gap that will mean a lot when the 
decisive mountain stages arrive. 

Schumacher finished the 
18. 3 -mile individual trial in 35 min- 
utes, 44 seconds. Kim Kirchen of 
Luxembourg and David Millar of 
Britain finished second and third, 
both 18 seconds back. 

That Schumacher is riding in 
the Tour at all remains conten- 
tious. Stopped by German police 
for drunken driving in October,

Schumacher’s blood sample test- 
ed positive for amphetamines. 
He has consistently denied taking 
drugs and wasn’t punished because 
it wasn’t during a race. 

He will probably hold the lead 
in Wednesday’s long, flat stage, but 
he is under no illusions about keep- 
ing the jersey. 

“I didn’t come to win the Tour,” 
he said. “My goal was to wear the 
jersey one day and to win a stage. I 
reached this goal, so everything else 
is a bonus.”

Spain Turns World Upside Down 


Recent wins in soccer, 
tennis help reverse the 
country’s sports curse 

SPANISH SPORTS I There was a time 
whenyou could count on certain truths 
about Spain — like the mouthwater- 
ing quality of its Iberico ham or the 
endless sunshine along the Costa del 
Sol. For decades, you could have added 
soul-crushing national soccer futility 
and perennial Wimbledon disappoint- 
ment to that list. 

But no more. 

In the span of seven days, Spain 
has put to rest its greatest sport- 


ing demons, winning the Europe- 
an soccer championship on June 
29 and seeing native son Rafael 
Nadal crowned champion of ten- 
nis’ marquee event Sunday after 
an epic five -set Wimbledon slug- 
fest against Roger Federer, the 
No. 1 player in the world. 

“There are entire centuries when 
a country accomplishes nothing at 
all, and then there are weeks like 
this past one in which it shatters 
its most deep-rooted inferiority 
complexes,” said Javier Romano, 
a columnist for the Spanish sports 
newspaper Marca. 

Spain’s national team has been

chock-full of soccer superstars for 
years, but it had not won an interna- 
tional competition since 1964. There 
has been no shortage of Spanish ten- 
nis stars, but the country had not 
produced a men’s Wimbledon cham- 
pion since 1966, when Manolo San- 
tana was a surprise winner. 

At the time, Gen. Francisco 
Franco still ruled Spain with an 
iron fist and the country was an 
economic backwater, isolated from 
the rest of the world. 

Today, Spain boasts two of the 
world’s greatest football clubs. Real 
Madrid and Barcelona. It’s national 
team is the reigning world basket- 


ball champion, and it is home to 
Lakers star Pau Gasol, golf great 
Sergio Garcia, two-time Fl champi- 
on Fernando Alonso and 2007 Tour 
de France cycling champion Alber- 
to Contador. Even in lesser-known 
sports like handball and water polo, 
Spain has been dominant. 

Santiago Segurola, the dean of the 
country’s sports writers, attributes 
Spain’s success to increased private 
and public funding, advances in wom- 
en’s rights and a marked improvement 
in the wealth and health of the people 
since Franco’s 1975 death. 

“Before the death of Franco, we 
were a poor country, a poorly run 
country,” he told The Associated 
Press. “Now, there is no country 
that matches Spain for champi- 
ons.” paul HAVEN (AP)

I’m looking for a sporty sedan to 
haul around two kids. I’m think- 
ing either new the TL Type-S or 
the used M45 Sport. I drive less 
than 4,000 miles a year, so gas is 
not too much of a concern. Which 
would you recommend? Will the 
M’s rear-wheel drive and summer 
tires be OK for wet weather and 
D.C. winters? 

I much prefer the Infiniti M45 with 
the 4.5-liter, 325-hp V-8 over the 
Acura T1 with the 3.3-liter, 258-hp 
V-6. That’s at odds with my preach- 
ments on the need for more fuel con- 
servation. But it’s in keeping with 
my belief that driving is much more 
than getting maximum miles per 
gallon. That said, the M45 offers a 
much better driving experience than 
the Acura T1 Type-S, the latter of 
which is little more than a Honda 
Accord on testosterone. And, yes, 
with traction control, the rear-wheel 
drive M45 will get you through most 
Washington-area winters. Anyway, 
the best thing to do for winter is to 
put on real snow tires.

Are you hearing any talk in Wash- 
ington about harmonizing U.S. and 
European automobile regulations 
to make it easier to sell the same 
car in both markets? 

Actually, we’ve come a long way 
toward standards harmonization 
in the global car industry. Through 
the wonders of simultaneous com- 
puter engineering and design, we’re 
seeing the emergence of more glob- 
ally developed vehicle platforms. A 
Chevrolet Aveo in Asia can meet 
the same standards as a Chevrolet 
Aveo sold stateside. Ditto Honda 
Fit, Nissan Versa, et cetera.

Britain Urges Europe 
To Slow Biofuel Rush 


LONDON I British Transport Secre- 
tary Ruth Kelly is raising doubts 
about Europe’s biofuel targets and 
says current goals are no longer 
backed by scientific advice. 

Kelly says an EU target for 2020 
is now unworkable. The target was 
for 10 percent of transport fuels to 
be sourced from biofuels. 

A new British government report 
warns that uncontrolled biofuel pro- 


duction couldlead to higherfood pric- 
es and could increase greenhouse gas 
emissions. It says the effects could be 
caused by changes in land use. 

Kelly said Monday that Britain 
had backed the EU target but now 
thinks biofuel production should be 
slowed down.

Mount McKinley plays 
hide-and-seek with 
tourists sometimes 

DESTINATIONS I Bob and Sally Corey 
of Dawsonville, Ga., made sure they 
were going to see North America’s 
tallest mountain. 

That’s more of a challenge than 
you might think. 

Mount McKinley is often covered 
in clouds, and probably only one out 
of three visitors to interior Alaska 
gets to see the entire mountain. 

So, the Coreys planned ahead 
for their excursion off a cruise ship, 
double-booking flightseeing tours 
on different days in late June, giv- 
ing them multiple chances to see the 
20,320 -foot-tall mountain. 

Indeed, it was rainy when they 
first visited Talkeetna, a quirky 
community about TOO miles south 
of Denali National Park and Pre- 
serve.

Numerous flight- 
seeing tours are based here, offering 
bird’s-eye views of Mount McKin- 
ley. On cloudy days, that is the best 


and only way to see the mountain 
for some visitors. 

The Coreys took the flight their 
first day in Talkeetna, and the 
pilot was able to clear the cloud 


cover, allowing them jaw-drop- 
ping gapes at the top of the elusive 
mountain. 

“It was like you could almost 
touch it,” Corey said. “It was mas- 
sive.” 

Many visitors wind up playing 
hide-and-seek with Mount McKin- 
ley, located in the heart of Denali 
National Park, nearly 200 miles 
north of Anchorage. 

The mountain is elusive to visi- 
tors partly because of the location of 
the Alaska Range, said park spokes- 
woman Kris Fister. 

“The range itself bisects the state, 
and it is the meeting point for those 
colder, drier systems coming down 
from the north, and the warmer, 
moister ones gathering the precipi- 
tation from the open ocean coming 
in from the south,” she said. 

But even as majestic as Mount 
McKinley is, Fister says that per- 
haps is not the biggest priority for 
park visitors. 

“They’d like to see a grizzly bear,” 
she said, mark thiessen (ap)

Monsters Unleashed 



Del Toro fills his many 
movies with beasts 
from his imagination 

SPECIAL EFFECTS I The worst mon- 
sters in your most terrifying dreams 
probably would run and hide from 
the creatures Guillermo del Toro 
puts on a movie screen. 

Del Toro, creator of the visionary 
fairytale “Pan’s Labyrinth,” offers a 
universe of otherworldly creations 
in “Hellboy II: The Golden Army,” 
the follow-up to his 2004 adventure 
about a superhero who’s a demon 
from below. 

Among the denizens of the “Hell- 
boy” sequel are an Angel of Death 
whose black wings are pocked with 
eyeballs, tiny tooth fairies that bur- 
row savagely through human flesh 
to munch on the bones within, and 
a shopkeeper with a cathedral- 
shaped head. 

Del Toro has lived with such 
beasts in his head since his boy- 
hood in Mexico. 

“Undeniably, I am in love with 
monsters,” del Toro said. “There is a 
great word, which is teratology, the 
study of monsters. I have a terato- 
logical fascination with these crea- 
tures. The inventory of them grows 
and grows with every movie.” 

In his 1993 debut, “Cronos,” del 
Toro created a unique type of vam- 


pire. In his first Hollywood feature, 
“Mimic,” it was giant insects with 
chameleonlike abilities to adapt. 

“Pan’s Labyrinth,” which won 
three Academy Awards for 2006 
including the makeup prize, took 
del Toro’s fascination with mon- 
sters to a new level. The story of a 
girl co-existing in a frightening fan- 
tasy world and the equally harrow- 
ing real world just after the Spanish 
Civil War, the film presented a forest 
faun that strikingly blended char- 


acteristics of man and beast, and a 
child- eating creature with horridly 
loose folds of skin, plus eyeballs in 
the palms of its hands. 

The inventory of del Toro’s crea- 
tures will continue to grow with 
“The Hobbit,” the two-part big- 
screen prelude to “The Lord of the 
Rings” that del Toro is directing 
and co-writing. 

While del Toro uses comput- 
er animation for some creatures, 
including his swarm of tooth fairies 


and a giant plantlike monster, most 
of the life-size beasts were built by 
effects wizards as real costumes for 
human actors. 

“Within possibility, I wanted 
to make a handmade film that felt 
crafted rather than churned out by 
a machine,” del Toro said. 

So, which monsters scare del 
Toro the most? 

“They’re all politicians,” del Toro 
joked. “Other than that. I’m deathly 
afraid of spiders.” david germain (ap)

A Cultural Shift 


Legendary newsman 
delves into the story 
of a changing China 

TRANSITION I The image of Ted Kop- 
pel interviewing world leaders is so 
ingrained that it feels odd to see him 
wearing a hard hat for a nervous trip 
into a Chinese coal mine, or sitting 
in a Chongqing karaoke bar. 

Good thing he did, since the 
field work is what makes his four- 
part series “The People’s Republic 
of Capitalism” (10 p.m.. Discov- 
ery) so valuable. The series illus- 
trates how dramatically China has 
changed, in ways obvious and not 
so obvious. 

“You may not think you care 
much about what is happening in 
China,” Koppel said. “Let me tell you: 
What happens over there is going to

make quite a difference with what 
is going to happen over here.” 

He recalled asking citizens 
of China during the 1970s about 
their ambitions and hearing only 
that they wanted to do what was 
best for their country. 

“Now to see their kids 30 years 
later and you ask the kids the same 
thing. ... [The answer is] 1 want to 
get rich. I want to make some 
money,’” he said. “The changes are 
absolutely mind-blowing.” 

Billionaire real estate developer 
Vincent Lo points out the obvious 
irony that it’s a communist country 
that now has “the most pro -business 
government in the world.” 

“The mistake that some people 
make, I think, is that they assume 
capitalism is a political doctrine,” 
Koppel said. “It’s not. It’s an eco- 
nomic theory. You can have a total- 
ly capitalistic society, which China 
is rapidly becoming, and still not 
be one step closer to democracy.”

But with gas now approach- 
ing $5 a gallon, Mauro recently 
cut out his daily ritual in favor of 
the savings. 

He isn’t alone. 

The surging cost of oil has been 
a dose of reality for many surfers 
who have long thought of their 
sport, with all its sun-kissed lore, 
as a counterculture niche shielded 
from the pressures of mainstream 
America. 

The industry depends on petro- 
leum-based products to build and 
ship its boards. And surfers in 
search of the biggest waves have 
to dig deeper into their pockets to 
fill their gas tanks or book flights 
to the best breaks around the world, 
including far-flung places like South 
Africa and Tahiti. 

“We all think about oil in our 
cars, but very few of us really con- 
sider the fact that every little piece 
of manmade equipment around 
you is oil-based, and surfing’s no 
different,” said Mauro, who’s seen 
the price of some surfboards double 
to $750 or more. 

“The price of a surfboard, it 
used to be something where it was 
pretty digestible. Now, it’s, like. 
Whoa, OK, I’ve got to put some 
serious thought into this.’” 

Until now, surfing — with all its 
trendy clothing and gear — has been 
one of the fastest-growing sports 
industries in the nation. 

In 2006, independent retailers 
of surf gear brought in $2.65 billion 
in revenue, up from $2.46 billion 


two years before. Meanwhile, U.S. 
retail sales of surfboards jumped 
from $106 million in 2004 to more 
than $190 million in 2006, accord- 
ing to the Surf Industry Manufac- 
turers Association. 

Industry numbers for 
2007-2008 aren’t yet available, 
but some retailers and manufac- 
turers say they expect that rapid 
sales growth to slow after seeing 
drops approaching 30 percent in 
their own operations. 

Some predict the tough econom- 
ic times will take a heavier toll on

family-run surfboard workshops — 
once the mainstay of the industry 
— than on the large, national board 
makers such as Channel Islands, 
Lost Enterprises, Dewey Weber 
Surfboards and Surftech.

struggling with the rising cost of 
petroleum-based resin used to coat 
surfboards. They also face lagging 
orders from mainstream retailers 
that tend to bypass regional board 
brands when times are tough. 

Peter St. Pierre, who owns 
Moonlight Glassing in San Marco, 
Calif, has seen the cost of resin jump 
30 percent to $1,000 for a 50 -gal- 
lon drum in the past year, squeez- 
ing his profit margins when money 
is already tight. 

“If we can break even this year. 
I’ll be happy,” said St. Pierre, who 
recalls a similar crisis during the 
oil embargo in the 1970s. 

“It’s a trade-off of being able to 
do something you love, with your 


hands, and being able to go out and 
go surfing instead of just punching 
the clock,” he said. 

Mark Wooster, owner of 
Wooster Surfboards in New Smyr- 
na Beach, Fla., said his retail sales 
have dropped about 20 percent 
this year after previous years of 
40 percent growth. 

Major surf and skate retail- 
er Ron Jon hasn’t ordered any of 
Wooster’s boards for its California 
stores for a year because of lagging 
sales, he said. 

Wooster, who produces about 
1,000 custom-made boards in a 
good year, is convinced he can’t 
raise prices because of compe- 
tition from cheaper, mass-pro- 
duced imports. 

The market for surfboards was 
complicated by the demise three 
years ago of Clark Foam, a com- 
pany that for decades supplied 
90 percent of all the foam blanks 
that surfboard makers shaped 
into individual boards. A number 
of companies jumped in to fill the 
void, with quality taking a hit. 

“It seems like our last little sub- 
culture, our niche ... is being taken 
away at an alarming rate, and it’s 
a shame, because it’s more of an 
art than a manufacturing thing,” 
Wooster said, gillian flaccus (ap)

Gardening in the sun 
can increase your risk 
of developing cancer 

Perhaps it’s fitting that a food 
product — the seedless grape — 
was the image picked for a major 
anti- sunning campaign. Garden- 
ers are among the most at risk for 
developing skin cancer. 

All that weeding and watering, 
mowing and mulching was once 
considered a happy way to build a 
tan. But years of sun exposure can 
have a terminally dark side. 

“A raisin is a grape that didn’t 
have the sense to get out of the sun,” 
the Skin Cancer Foundation says in 
a new series of public service print 
ads. “There is no such thing as a safe 
tan. ... Go with your own glow.” 

Get the picture, gardeners? 

More than a million cases of skin 
cancer are diagnosed annually in 
the United States, with one in five 
Americans developing the poten- 


tially fatal disorder. And the more 
time spent in the sun, the greater 
the risk, says the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention. 

The average gardener spent 2.8 
hours a week on the hobby, accord- 
ing to Bruce Butterfield, research 


director for the National Garden- 
ing Association. 

“Because of increased sun expo- 
sure, gardeners and farmers are at 
higher risk for skin cancer,” says Dr. 
Robin Friedman, a dermatologist 
from Memphis, Tenn.

Sun avoidance is the best deter- 
rent, although that’s not a real-world 
solution for people whose jobs or 
activities require them to be out- 
doors. So here are some practical 
sun safety suggestions: 

— Work in the cool of the day, or 
before 10 a.m or after 4 p.m. Do not 
discount the solar radiation danger 
from an obscured sky. “You can get 
some of the worst sunburns on a 
cloudy day,” Friedman said 

— Inspect your skin head to toe 
at least once a month. Remember the 
shape of mole and freckle patterns 
and then note any changes. “Exam- 
ine yourself everywhere,” Friedman 
said. “You can get melanomas on the 



bottom of your feet, between the toes, 
on your scalp. Pay particular atten- 
tion to exposed areas.” 

— Make a yearly appointment 
with a dermatologist. Early detec- 
tion is key, particularly for melano- 
ma, which has a tendency to invade 
other parts of the body. 

— Use a product with SPF 15 or 
higher. Apply it at least 15 minutes 
before going outdoors, and reapply 
every two hours. 

— Wear sun protective cloth- 
ing, including a broad-brimmed 
hat, loose-fitting smock, trousers, 
gloves and UV-blocking sunglass- 
es. “This is an excellent option for 
gardeners,” Friedman said. “Such 
clothing is designed to protect the 
back of the neck and other areas 
exposed to the sun while doing all 
that bending and stretching.” 

In Australia, where skin cancer 
is more prevalent than lung can- 
cer, sun-protective clothing is tested 
and rated by a federal agency, said 
John Barrow, a transplanted Aus- 
tralian who started the Coolibar 
clothing line in the United States 
seven years ago. 

“Something like four or five 
times as much money is spent on 
[Ultraviolent Protection Factor- 
rated] clothing in Australia than 
on sunscreen,” Barrow said. “It’s 
easier to use. Put [on] the smock 
... or the hat and you have it done.”

new book, “The Lincolns: Portrait of 
a Marriage.’’ 

What was D.C. like 
in the Lincolns’ 
time? Did Mary like 
living here? 

Mary did not like 
Washington. The climate was very 
difficult for her and her children; 
too hot in the summer, too cold 
in the winter. The streets were 
unpaved, either muddy or dusty. 


There was a terrible stench because 
of the lack of a proper sewage sys- 
tem. And then, there was the old 
guard of Washington society that 
looked down upon her. 

What do you make of the claims of 
some scholars that Abraham Lin- 
coln was gay or bisexual? 

Is there evidence that Lincoln 
engaged in homosexual acts? I 
was unable to find any significant 
evidence, and therefore it was not 
an important theme in my book. On 
the other hand, there is considerable 
evidence (four children) that Lincoln 
did engage in heterosexual acts.

I am not sure he would have become 
president if it had not been for Mary 
Lincoln’s ambition and constant 
belief in his destiny. She encour- 
aged him during times when he was 
ready to give up. On the other hand, 
I believe that his innate leadership 
qualities, once given the arena of 
Civil War America, would have 
prevailed with or without Mary 
Lincoln.
